There was no screaming, no 
panic, he said, although some of 
the passengers appeared to be 
suffering from shock. 

The last woman escorted from 
the cabin turned to the pilot, 
and said she “had” to go back. 

“I want to get my purse,” she 


said. 

The pilot told her “You'll have 
to forget about that.” 

Passenger Cecil Rose, 37, of 
Newton, Mass., said, “I can't 
praise the stewardess enough. We 
all got out of the plane in very 
quick time. There was little panic 
although some people were in- 


jured.”

A U.N. spokesman at Panmun- 
jom said, “We assume the charge 
is similar to a lot of other alle- 
gations they have made and com- 
pletely irrelevant to the meeting.” 

A Fifth Air Force spokesman 
at Seoul denied any Allied planes 
flew over northeast China Sunday. 

The outburst of Communist | 
temper came after R.Adm. R. E. 
Libby explained that the Allied 
voluntary prisoner repatriation 
plan would be advantageous to 
the Reds as well as the U.N. 

“If your statement has been 
prepared in order to deceive a 
part of the people of the world 
who are ignorant, it would be all 
right,” said North Korean Maj. 
Gen. Lee Sang Cho. “But it would 
not suit us. You had better not 
say any more that you would do 
'us any favors. Should you continue 
‘to say so, it would mean that 
you tell a big lie.” 

Retort by Adm. Libby. 

Adm. Libby retorted: 

“I do not know whether I have 
personally been called a liar, but 
I got a strong inference. I shall 
study the record and make sure.” 

Both subcommittees agreed to 
meet again tomorrow. 

“There is one action that your 
side could take which wou!d 
clearly overcome the evidence of 
your apparent desire to gain a 
cease-fire for the purpose of de- 
veloping air power,” Maj.

Meeting of Collectors. 

Even as Truman’s message 
reached the Capitol, (1) a mbet- 
ing of .revenue collectors from 
all over the country was being 
held here to discuss the plan, 
and (2) a movement developed 
in the Senate for a substitute 
proposal. 

Senator Kefauver (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, and 23 other Senators in- 
troduced a bill to place the 64 
collectors under civil service. 

Kefauver told the Senate he 
thought “it would do much to 
secure the ablest men for these 
positions and take them out of 
politics.” 

At present, the collectors are 
nominated by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate. 

What this means as a practical 
matter is that they are largely 
political patronage plums for the 
In present cir- 
cumstances, for instance, state 
party leaders or Democratic Sen- 
ators make a recommendation to 
Truman and he makes the nom- 
ination, 

Truman Plan. 

Truman’s plan calls for replac- 
ing the 64 collectors’ offices with 
25 district offices. 

In his message, the President 
called the office of collector “ar- 
chaic.” Since collectors are not 
appointed by and cannot be re- 
moved by either the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue or the 
Secretary of the Treasury, he 
said, and “since the collectors 
must accommodate themselves to 
local political situations,” they 
are not responsive to control by 
Treasury Department superiors. 

Truman said his plan would let 
the Secretary of the Treasury es- 
tablish up to 25 district offices, 
“instead of the present organiza- 
tion built around the offices of 
politically-appointed collectors of 
internal revenue.” 

The meeting of collectors was 
to give them details of Truman’s 
proposal. 

Revenue Commissioner John 
B. Dunlap called today’s meeting 
to discuss what may be expected 
if Congress doesn’t kill the reor- 
ganization plan. 

Many Won't Be Retained. 

Dunlap has indicated that many 
of the 64 collectors probably will 
not be retained in the reorgani- 
zation, and that some probably 
will prefer to leave the revenue 
bureau. 

He has said only 15 of the col- 
lectors are career tax men, and 
the district commissioners should 
be qualiifed tax.experts. Also, 
Dunlap has said 25 of the pres- 
ent collectors have some outside 
business activity. No outside busi- 
ness interests whatsoever would 
be permitted under the reorgani- 
zation plan. 

Six collectors either resigned 
or were fired in a wave of staff 
shakeups late last year, Three 
were indicted on charges of brib- 
ery or fraud. Altogether, 166 


“When the Governor makes a!

Urgency “Accelerated.” 

“I feel sure the commission 
agrees with me that the explosion | 
at New Orient Mine No. 2 has 
accelerated the urgency of im- 
proving our mining laws,” the 
Governor wrote. 

“Even if the federal and state 
investigations and hearings held 
by your commission do not reveal 
legislative changes which could 
have prevented this explosion, 
there is, I believe, common agree- 
ment that our present mining 
laws need extensive revision and 
modernizstion. I do not feel that 
we can afford to contemplate the 
possibility, however remote, of 
other accidents which might be 
prevented by changes in the law 
and its administration.” 

State and federal investigators 
reported last week that the West 
Frankfort disaster was caused by 
a methane gas blast followed by 
a self-propagating coal dust ex- 
plosion. They found that appli- 
cation of rock dust, which tends 
to smother coal dust ignition, had 
been inadequate. 


Ventilation Criticized. 

The federal investigators 
charged in addition that the 
mine’s ventilating system was in- 
sufficient to keep explosive gas 
from accumulating in abandoned 
workings. 

Stevenson, commenting last 
week on the state investigation 
report, said: “The mine owners 
were af fault in not following the 
state law on rock-dusting and the 
state was at fault in not seeing 
that the company followed the 
law.” 

In his letter to Cape today, Ste- 
venson referred to the state and 
federal reports and said he was 
“not in a position to appraise 
technically” their significance. 

“I am sure that many other 
citizens are in the same position,” 
he added. 

“In any event, the reports raise 
questions of substance with re- 
spect to the laws and practices 
which have governed the mining 
of coal in Illinois in the past, and 
suggest possible improvements in 
both. I think it important that 
these reports, together with all 
other relevant facts and circum- 
stances related to this explosion 
in particular and the safety of 
coal mining in general in Illinois, 
be the subject of open and ade- 
quate examination by a qualified 
official agency.” 

Up to Commission. 

Stevenson pointed out that un- 
der the law he had no power 
either to conduct hearings at 
which witnesses could be com- 
pelled to testify under oath, or 
to appoint a special commission 
to hold such hearings. 

“Under the Illinois laws relat- 
ing to coal mining your commis- 
sion appears to be only agency 
equipped and intended by the 
Legislature to act in this in- 
stance,” he wrote.

CARRIERPLANE CAN 
A-BOMB 770 MILES 
AWAY AND RETURN 


V. Adm. Cassady Adds 
That U.S. Panther, Ban- 
shee Are Behind MIG-15 
in Speed, Climb. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
United States Navy aircraft can 
take off from a carrier any place 
in the world, drop an atomic 
bomb 770 miles away and return, 
V. Adm. John H. Cassady said 
today. 

The deputy chief of naval op- 
erations for air made the state- 
ment in a copyrighted interview 
in U.S. News and World Report, 
a weekly news magazine. 

Cassady said the Navy has 12 
big carriers, 10 operating. while 
two undergo repairs. Thrée are 
kept in Korean waters, he said, 
and “if the world situation wors- 
ens we very definitely should 
build up naval air power.” 

Navy planes, with heavy jet- 
fighter escort, can deliver an 
atomic bomb—or a 10,000-pound 
bomb load—up to “770 miles out 
and 770 miles back,” Cassady 
said, adding: 

“If you take a map of Europe 
and subscribe 770-mile circles 
from possible carrier operating 
areas, you can draw your own 
conclusions as to naval-air capa- 
bilities.” 

Cassady said the Navy has four 
jet fighters, flying and in pro- 
duction, that perform better than 
the Russian MIG-15. But he 
added that Navy, Air Force and 
Marine jets do not yet have su- 
periority because they are out- 
numbered. 

Communists have between 700 
and 800 MIG-15s in Korea, Cas- 
sady said, but they are short- 
ranged and can stay aloft only 
for short periods. 

(The United Press reported 
Cassady said the Navy’s two jets 
now operating in Korea—the 
Grumman Panther and the Mc- 
Donnell Banshee (made in St. 
Louis)}—are inferior to the Sov- 
iet MIG-I5 in speed and rate 
of climb. He added that com- 
paring the Navy jets with the 
Soviet fighter is “like judging 
two different breeds of cats.” 

(He said the Navy jets have 
more than twice the range and 
twice the endurance of the Sov- 
iet plane.)

Than Any Since World War II, 
Say Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
President Truman’s financial 
chart for the Government next 
year adds up to about a 15- 
— deficit, officials said 


That -would be two to three 
times bigger than any annual def- 
icit since World War II.. It prob- 
ably would swell the national 
debt close to or above the pres- 
ent legal limit of 275 billions. 

Financial Picture. 

Authorities familiar with the 
figures but preferring not to be 
quoted directly told a reporter 
this is the picture President Tru- 
man will present to the election- 
year Congress in his annual budg- 
et message one week from today, 
barring last-minute changes: 

1, Government spending in 
the fiscal year beginning July 
1 will reach about 85 billion 
dollars, up from an estimated 
70 billions for the current year 
and only 45 billions last year. 

2. Present tax laws will bring 
in about 70 billions next fiscal 
year, leaving an estimated defi- 
cit of approximately 15 billions 
if conditions remain unchanged. 

3.. Although the Administra- 
tion for several years has in- 
sisted on taxes high enough to 

“balance the budget, Truman in 
this election year won’t demand 
excise or income tax boosts to 
close the gap between outgo 
and income. 

4. Instead, the Administra- 
tion will press for tighter tax 
enforcement and closing of al- 
leged “loopholes.” If the na- 
tional economy continues to ex- 
pand rapidly, and Congress ap- 
proves the proposed tax. re- 
forms, the projected deficit 
may be reduced to near 10 bil- 
lions. 

5. Large portions of the 85- 
billion-dollar spending program 
were authorized by Congress in 
past years. Requests for new 
appropriations will total only 
about 83 billion, 10 billion less 
than Truman sought for the 
current year. 


Divided Message. 

The President’s budget message 
customarily is divided into two 
categories—one dealing with ac- 
tual outlays of money and the 
other with requests for Congress 
to appropriate funds to be spent 
in future years. 

The appropriations permit the 
Government to make contracts 
with industrial concerns to begin 
producing items that may con- 
tinue to come off the production 
lines many months after the book- 
keeping year closes. 

Figuring probable Government 
spending during the coming year 
at 80 to 83 billion dollars, the 
Citizens Committee for the Hoo- 
ver Report said that will mean a 
minimum of $513 for each man, 
woman and child in the country, 
or $2011 for the average family.

CONSULS MUST G0 


Mossadegh Refuses to. Re- 


scind Order—Full Dip- 
lomatic Break Appears 
in Prospect. 


TEHRAN, Jan. 14 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh stood 
fast today against British urging 
that he withdraw his order for 
the closing of Britain’s con- 


sulates in Iran. 

The shutdown order, he told 
British Ambassador Sir Francis 
Shepherd, would stand as long as 
he is premier. The consulates 
have been ordered closed by Jan. 
21 because, Iran charges, they 
have been agitating against the 
government and interfering in 
Iranian affairs. 

Britain has denied the charges. 
Iran has no consulates in Brit- 
ain, so the British can’t take 
parallel action in retaliation. 

In London political circles felt 


' generally that the two countries 


are heading for a complete dip- 
lomatic break unless Mossadegh 
alters his course. British officials 
could see no alternative to com- 
pliance with the Iranian order 
to close the consulates. 

The aged premier, who re- 
ceived Shepherd yesterday, also 
refused the Briton’s request that 
he intercede for the release of 
the jailed Reuters correspondent, 
Ghegham Megerdichian, an Iran- 
ian. Megerdichian had repre- 
sented Reuters, the British news 
agency, since the expulsion last 
month of its regular correspond- 
ent, Leopold Herman. The gov- 
ernment charged the Iranian re- 
porter with false reporting and 
engaging in activities detrimental 
to the nation. He denied the 
charges. 

Mossadegh continued to have 
his troubles on the home front. 
A scheduled session of the Majlis, 
Parliament’s lower house, could 
not be convened yesterday be- 
cause only 39 of the 56 deputies 
required for a quorum were on 
hand. At the session the Pre- 
mier had been expected to charge 
his opponents in Parliament with 
being British stooges. 

This was expected as part of 
the Government campaign to win 
the vote of confidence Mossadegh 
must ask on Jan. 22 as the result 
of an opposition demand for a 
parliamentary commission to su- 
pervise national elections now 
under way.

Miller said a ship’s delegate 
went to the captain and “asked 
if the ship was returning to port 
or continuing on the voyage. The 
captain said he was still waiting 
for orders from New York. The 
delegate saw the captain because 
the ship was in danger.” 

Arthur Janssens of Manhattan, 
who served as boatswain, blamed 
the ship’s cracking on what he 
called mis-stowage of 1271 tons of 
pig iron taken aboard at Rotter- 
dam. :

Framework for Size. 

According to Paris sources, the | 
Over-all figure was the frame-| 
work employed to determine the 
size of combat forces which could 
be organized, equipped and de- 
ployed. 

For the time being, however, 
this is just a recommendation of 
the committee’s three-man exec- 
utive bureau which is made up of 
W. Averell Harriman, American 
director for mutual security, Jean 
Monnet for France and Sir Edwin 
Plowden for Britain. 

The Belgian Government has 
notified the organization that it 
will not approve the increased 
defense expenditures requested 
of it for 1952, and the French 
and Canadian governments are 
expected to enter reservations.

FORT KNOX, Ky., Jan. 14 
(AP)—Chief of Staff Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins said today that the 
Army was forced to gamble when 
it ordered production of new tank 
designs before service tests were 


made; but that initial deficiences f 
— 


have been overcome and the gam- jf / 
ble won. 


Collins, addressing the annual 
meeting of the United States Ar- 
mor Association, clarified-a situa- 
tion produced by reports that 
many tanks failed to pass inspec-: 
tion. Confusion had arisen from 
an obscurely worded Army ex- 
planation. 


The chief of staff explained 
that when the Korean war started 
there were no light tanks in pro- 
duction; no medium tanks had 
been produced since World War 
II, although about 800 World War 
II Pershing mediums were being 
equipped with new engines, and 
heavy tanks were “still only on 
paper.” 

Three New Tanks. 

The decision was to make a 
family of three new tanks—light, 
medium and heavy. Collins said: 

“After a careful review of all 
factors, we decided that since the 
prototype of the light tank had 
undergone extensive testing, we 
could afford to gamble on it. In 
the medium field, we were not in 
so fortunate a position. However, 
we still decided to go ahead and 
use the new high-velocity 90mm. 
gun. 

“To keep the gamble to a min- 
imum, we decided to take the 
newly-designed turret and mount 
it on the chassis of the cobbat- 
proved Gen. Pershing. This com- 
bination, now known as the M-47, 
was placed in production late in 
the summer of 1951. 

“We were also forced to take 
other gambles. Since 12 to 18 
months lead time is required 
from the time a contract is let 
until the first tank comes off the 
production line, we decided to 
forego the normal procedure of 
building pilot models for en- 
gineering and service tests. We | 
felt that if any deficiencies oc- 
curred they could be corrected in | 
the early phases of production, or | 
modified later before issue to 
troops. | 

Deficiencies Corrected. 

“It is history now that we did 
find serious deficiencies in both 
the new light and medium tanks. 
... All of the deficiencies which 
I have referred to have been cor- 
rected in the vehicles nows- com- 
ing off the production lines... . 

“Despite our troubles we are 
still a year ahead of the time 
schedule we would have been on | 
had we waited for complete test 
and development before going 
into production. In other words, it 
has been worth the gamble.”

The survey is the third in a

“the real danger to the economic 
stability of the rest of the world 
lies in recessions originating in

liable to internal fluctuations in 
effective demand than are the 
economies of other important 
trading nations.” 

Beyond the. present problems

No Predictions Made. 


“We cannot predict in what 
manner a recession may arise, 
how big it may be, or when it may 
occur. But to consider and pro- 
vide against its impact in advance 
is a small insurance premium to 
pay in comparison with the na- 
tional and international interests 
which are in jeopardy.” 

However, the five economists 
predicted continuing prosperity 
will be “the rule rather than the 
exception.” The report said: 

“We believe that large-scale

Warning Against Cutbacks. 

The report warned that “any 
substantial or sudden cutback in 
rearmament would clearly in- 
volve a serious risk of recession, 
and even a leveling off of the 
program would mean a drop in 
the secondary defense demands 
for inventories, plant and equip- 
ment.” 

The experts found that present 
levels of gold and dollar ree 
serves in most countries and such 
assistance as the International 
Monetary Fund could provide in 
recession were quite inadequate. 
Also they found the resources of 
the International Bank were in- 
adequate for the anti-recession 
task they would assign it. 

They urged more and more in- 
ternational commodity agree- 
ments to keep trade flowing. 

“Many different arrangements 
may be suitable for different 
types of commodities, including 
long-term contracts, multilateral 
quota systems of the internation- 
al wheat agreement type, and 
buffer stocks, either alone or in 
combination.” 

Time Ripe for Agreement. 

The report said importing 
countries are now more willing 
to enter into such agreements 
because of the current expecta- 
tion that a large-scale world de- 


pression could thus be avoided. 


“Detailed agreements take a 
long time to negotiate and assur- 
ance to producers are required 
now, both to encourage produc- 
tion necessary to prevent continu- 
ing shortage and as a quid pro 
quo (an equivalent) far the im- 
port allocations now being made.”

The People’s Choice? 


Resign the NATO Post? 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


"Like all babes in the political woods, . 
Gen. Eisenhower is being used by the 
professional politicians—to their ad- 
vantage and to his detriment. It must 
be obvious to any unbiased observer 
that Eisenhower was talked into an- 
nouncing his candidacy, probably with 
the argument (very much open to de- 
bate) that he alone is the saviour of 
this country. 

The general is a modest man, the 
complete opposite of that melodramatic 
martinet, Douglas MacArthur, who has 
been running for President ever since 
the early days of the war. Ike never 
has wanted to enter politics, but he was 
persuaded that it was his patriotic duty. 

The politicians’ fine touch is revealed 
further by Eisenhower's reluctance to 
resign his vital NATO post—although 
he admits he 1s a Republican and can 
be nominated for the presidency. Thus, 
the whole world is now treated to the 
sorry spectacle of Ike’s efforts to add 
to his prestige while serving under 
the man who may very well be his op- 
ponent in November. 

Keeping his important international 
post also neatly removes Eisenhower 
from the rough and tumble arena of 
politics where he would have to define 
his domestic policies. Just what stand 
(if any) does Eisenhower take on labor, 
agriculture and other nonmilitary mat- 
ters? Isn't this the shrewd maneuvcr- 
ing of a professional politician? 

As for the popular draft, either Eisen- 
hower is a candidate or he is not. [I 
will not call anyone to head this coun- 
try if he can’t explain, in advance of 
his nomination, just what we can ex- 
pect after the election. In all decency, 
Eisenhower should resign the NATO 
post. Every day Gen. Eisenhower re- 
mains in that post, Candidate Eisenhow- 
er loses prestige and (I hope) the sup- 
port of liberal voters.

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. Bus Stop for 1952 


Within two weeks, Mayor Darst says, petitions 
will be circulated in the city and county for es- 
tablishing a board of freeholders to prepare a 
new transit plan. In their investigations the 
freeholders will need the support and patience 
of the community. 

The freeholders will plan for a publicly-owned 
transit system. It is a tremendous task, and the 
planners cannot be expected to move much faster 
than a bus on a crowded street. Thorough study 
will be essential. For the voters of city and 
county need to know many detailed facts before 
they can accept or reject what the freeholders 
propose. 

So far Mayor Darst, County Supervisor Mat- 
thews andthe Metropolitan Mass Transportation 
Commission have led the St. Louis area toward 
a metropolitan transit authority. But the right 
of way is still dark. Nobody knows the cost of 
public ownership in terms of dollars and cents, 
and nobody knows the advantages in terms of 
better transit service. 

Presumably a public system would have two 
obvious advantages over a private system. The 
public operation would be exempt from many 
taxes, and would not make profits. These funds 
might then be saved to pay for longer bus runs 
and more frequent service. But the assumption 
must be proved before it can be accepted. 

* . s 

Public Service Co. anticipates about $3,757,000 
in taxes this year if it obtains the fare increase 
it is seeking. But about a million and a half of 
this would go to the city, and some to outlying 
communities. How much of this money would 
the hard-pressed municipalities be willing to 
forego, in order to pay for better transportation? 

The requested profit for Public Service this 
year is almost $1,400,000. This represents money 
paid out to obtain risk capital, but a public sys- 
tem also would have to pay for capital, though 
at lower rates. So how much of the current 
profits would be saved by public management? | 

The next question is just how these potential 
savings in taxes and profits might be translated 
into better bus service. If the savings amounted 
to four millions a year, which is pure hypothesis, 
that would amount to about one-fifth of the 
Public Service Co. operating expenses. It is a 
sizable sum. But what would it mean in terms of 
longer bus routes or quicker runs? 

These are only a few of the questions which 
the freeholders must explore. One that is funda- 
mental is how a transportation authority can be 
kept absolutely free of political interference. 
Others pertain to*the terms of financing a pub- 
lic system, whether to purchase all or part of 
Public Service, what to do about the weak Coun- 
ty Transit Co., and so on. 

» ” * 

Only one thing seems absolutely certain now. 
If the area is to have better transportation, it 
must pay for it. As matters stand it would have 
to pay for it in the farebox. The only alternative 
seems to be direct or indirect subsidization. Tax 
relief is a negative subsidy in that the transit 
system would not help support government. 

John C. Baine, executive vice president of 
Public Service Co., has already put the issue to 
the public. He stated that if present transit 
standards are to be raised to some new level, 
“then someone,else is going to have to pick up 
the check.” 

One way or another, it is the public which 
will have to pick up the check. The public may 
not want to subsidize the operations and profits 
of Public Service Co., but it will not want to 
subsidize its own system until it knows what the 
bill will be and what it will get in return. 

The answers will be up to the freeholders. 
Their careful appointment should be encour- 
aged. When their work is done, then will be 
the time for decision. 
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Senator Hennings Is Specific 

Unlike some congressional commentators on 
the issue of corruption in government, Senator 
Hennings in his Jackson day speech at Spring- 
field got down to specifics. 

Not only did he express the general indigna- 
tion over recent exposures. Not only did he 
call for “dismissal ahd the full force of court 
action against the guilty ones.” The Senator 
went on to suggest a practical program which 
Congress can adopt. It includes: 


A ban on intervention or even inquiry in 
any tax case by members of Congress, party 
officials, or executive officials not concerned. 


Public listing of all persons, including 
members of Congress, intervening before 
the RFC, CAB, FCC or other federal agency. 


Requiring members of Congress, party 
chairmen and public officials earning over 
$10,000 a year to list their assets and sources 
of income as a matter of public record. 


A nonpartisan commission to study ethical 
standards in government and make further 
recommendations. 


Extensive révision of the Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act. 

Here is a concrete, well-considered, realistic 
program of action. How many members of 
Congress will stop crying “corruption!” long 
enough to give thought to doing something 
effective about it? 
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The Difficult Dr. Mossadegh 


Iran, under the premiership of the intemper- 
ate Dr. Mossadegh, has ordered the closing of 
British consulates in the country, and is threat- 
ening a complete break by a similar order 
to the British Embassy. But the country is be- 
coming almost as big a headache for the United 
States as it is for Great Britain. 

After protracted negotiations, Dr. Mossadegh 
has been persuaded to accept further Point Four 
aid—$24,000,000 for the current fiscal year. 
But Iran probably will get no military aid be- 
cause the Premier stubbornly refuses to agree 
to conditions committing him to co-operation 
with the West. 

The immediate difficulty stems from the prop- 
aganda against foreigners which is being intensi- 
fied during the curreht electoral campaign. Dr. 
Mossadegh is accusing his opponents of plotting 
with the British. 

The opposition, on the other hand, accuses 
the premier of conspiring with Americans. And 
both sides threaten sensational revelations on 
Jan. 22 when Dr. Mossadegh is scheduled to give 
an accounting to the parliament. 

But even if the anti-foreign prejudice could 
be overcome—and that can hardly be done over- 
night—much cause for concern would remain. 
Tran is flat broke. Not only is it now deprived 
of oil revenues, but its officials have gone 
through the very considerable sums extended to 
them by the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. before the 
nationalization of the petroleum properties. (In- 
cidentally, these credits plus the 1949 offer to 
increase Iran’s oil royalties are good points in 
the company’s record which have been largely 
overlooked in the current dispute.) The money 
was to be used for a Seven Year Plan of agri- 
cultural improvement, slum clearance and other 
reforms, but there is no visible sign of these. 

Thus, Point Four funds ought to be distributed

under reasonably close supervision. But that 
would give the Iranian politicians one more 
chance to shout “foreign interference.” Also, the 
sum is not nearly large enough to meet the 
country’s needs. Those can only be met by get- 
ting the Abadan refinery back into operation. It 
looked for a time as if this might be done 
through the instrumentality of the International 
Bank, but negotiations are at a standstill because 


Dr. Mossadegh simply will not accept the pre- 


cautionary conditions laid down by the bank. 
It is easy enough to condemn the folly of a 
man who seeks to retain power by an anti-for- 
eign policy which leads directly to national 
bankruptcy. It is anything but easy to deal with 
him. Yet diplomacy must manage it somehow— 
because there is always the Russian threat of 
taking over through a native Communist party. 
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A Cue for the President 
The reason given by Gen. Mark W. Clark is 
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as noteworthy as the news that President Tru- 


man will not resubmit the general’s mame to 
the Senate for confirmation as this country’s 
first Ambassador to “the State of Vatican City.” 

The general did not say he was withdrawing 
because he felt he was needed in the Army as 
commander of the Army Field Forces. He did 
not say’ he preferred not to be the subject of 
special legislation permitting him status accorded 
to Gen. Walter Bedell Smith when the latter 
was Ambassador to Russia: What Gen. Clark 
said was this: 


The controversy that has developed has 
impelled me to ask the White House to 
withdraw my name. 


Gen. Clark’s words may be taken at face 
value. He does not wish to be associated with 
a controversy so divisive as that provoked by 
Mr. Truman’s proposal to send a full-fledged 
envoy to the seat of one of the world’s many 
church organizations. He is at least the second 
man to see the ambassadorship in this light since 
Charles P. Taft, formerly president of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches without publicity at 
the time, declined the tender early last year. 

This gives Mr. Truman a cue which he may 
well decide in the end to take, notwithstanding 
the announcement that “he plans to submit an- 
other nomination later.” The post has been 
declined by a prominent civilian and an out- 
standing military leader after much thought on 
the part of each. That should be persuasive 
counsel against forcing an issue so full of un- 
necessary social, political and sectarian strife as 
this breaching of the American wall between 
church and state at its highest point.

Eyes On the Record? 


Effective enforcement of gambling laws re- 
quires close co-operation and a harmonious 
working relationship between police and prose- 
cutors. In St. Louis that means Police Capt. 
Joseph A. Wren, head of the gambling squad, 
and Assistant Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd, 
who is responsible for prosecuting those rounded 
up by Capt. Wren. 

Unhappily for St. Louis, the two have had a 
falling out over the handling of some gambling 
cases. Mr. Dowd says many of the cases pre- 
sented by Capt. Wren lack sufficient evidence 
for convictions. He adds quite properly that the 
mere fact that police have made an arrest does 
not justify prosecution. Capt. Wren for his part 
has remained silent. But it is obvious he thinks 
Mr. Dowd has been dragging his feet on some 
of the cases. Otherwise, why all the fuss? 


Nothing can be gained by prolonging the dis- 
pute. Both men have made excellent records in 
the posts they hold and St. Louisans are in- 
debted to them. But this very excellence of their 
records may be their blind spot. Is Capt. Wren 
keeping too close a tab on the ratio between 
arrests and prosecutions, thereby losing sight of 


the fact that a prisoner Is innocent until proved 


guilty? 

Is Mr. Dowd, on the other hand, interested 
only in the open-and-shut case that will improve 
his record of prosecutions attempted and con- 
victions obtained? We hope not. Capt. Wren and 
Mr. Dowd should be too big for that sort of 
thing. 
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Nightshirts (Brit. )vs.Pajamas (U.S. ) 

One British trade journal, Cloth and Clothing, 
had barely ceased chiding President Truman 
for not dressing like an Englishman, when an- 
other, Tailor and Cutter, launched a broadside 
against those who wear pajamas instead of old- 
fashioned nightgowns. Cloth and Clothing, Tailor 
and Cutter, Stuff and Nonsense! 

Pajamas, says Tailor and Cutter, are unmen- 
tionables because they creep up on one, while 
nightshirts are dandy because they are roomy. 
If we ever heard of making the best of a bad 
bargain, and the worst of a good one, that’s it, 
all cut and tailored. 

Let’s look at the record. It is not pajamas 
that creep, it is nightshirts, and pretty fast 
creeping, Tailor and Cutter virtually admits as 
much by saying that those who have trouble 
keeping their nightshirts in place can put their 
garters on upside down and connect the fasten- 
ers to the hem. To say that nightshirts are 
roomy is an understatement; they are airish. One 
of the most solid objections to old-fashioned 
nightshirts is that there is enough room within 
for the wearer and a sizeable cold breeze as well. 

An old-fashioned nightshirt, however, could 
be borne, even though it can barely be worn, if 
it did not make the male look ridiculous. A man 
clad in a nocturnal Mother Hubbard, with only 
his bare shanks showing,-is a figure for ridicule. 
If there is any one thing that would make him 
look odder, it would be his garters on upside 
down and fastened to the hem. 

No, sir, we will stay with our pajamas, and let 
Tailor and Cutter stay with its old-fashioned 
nightshirt—if it can.

Statement by the Public Affairs Committee 
of Freedom House, New York 


The world-wide threat of Communist 
aggression, with its technique of infiltra- 
tion and subversion, has created a num- 
ber of problems in the field of American 
civil liberties. Whereas the novelty and 
extent of the Soviet threat may justify 
new and unorthodox defensive measures, 
it is vital that we should not abandon 
fundamental American rights and liber- 
ties. 

The American people and their Gov- 
ernment have thus far met the situation 
reasonably well. The 
Government's prose- 
cutions of Commu- 
nists have been suc- 
cessful. Loyalty 
checks of federal 
employes have re- 
cently brought out 
the fact that there 
may be security risks 
in sensitive areas 
even where no dis- 
loyalty is intended. 

But in the field of 
action by congres- 
sional committees 
and members of the 
Congress the situa- 
tion has been far less satisfactory. Indi- 
viduals have been denied the right of im- 
mediate rebuttal testifiOny or the right to 
cross-examine their accusers before con- 
gressional committees. 

This injustice has engendered a mood 
of fear and insecurity that has demoralized 
certain Of the Government services and 
discouraged applicants for Government 
jobs. 

This atmosphere has spread in turn to 
the educational field, where the spirit of 
free inquiry and free expression has been 
hampered. 


McCarthy 


Too Early for Complacency 


“McCarthyism” is the problem-child of 
our democracy in this time of crisis. Sen- 
ator McCarthy has attempted to distort, 
¢xaggerate and exploit for political ends 
the natural emotions of fear and indigna- 
tion which Soviet aggression and subver- 
sion have aroused. 

There have recently been welcome signs 
that the danger of hysteria is on the 
wane, but it is too early to be complacent. 


Senator McCarthy's methods injure in- 
dividual citizens in and out of Govern- 
ment without just cause, They lower the 
standards of debate on which the integ- 
rity and effectiveness of the democratic 
process rests, They affect general moral 
standards as gravely as the abuses re- 
vealed in the various senatorial investiga- 
tions on gambling, the RFC and the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. 


There have always been rabble-rousers, 
but they can be more effective now be- 
cause of the new means of communication 
available to them. Their power has caused 
many loyal and competent men to refuse 
to enter public life, and this has forced 
a lowering of standards in the selection of 
public servants. They demoralize govern- 
ment employes and tend to destroy their 


efficiency. Finally, they produce a wide- 
spread, paralyzing fear of unorthodox 
views which are in no sense subversive. 


Their wild exaggerations and inexcus- 
able inaccuracies serve to divide and con- 
fuse the country when we should be unit- 
ed in the task of resisting Communist 
aggression. These methods of defamation 
have helped the Communists by discredit- 
ing the democratic process itself. 


Moral Law in Public Life 


The moral law that a man shall not bear 
false witness. against his neighbor should 
apply in public life with the same rigor as 
in private life. Those who have been com- 
pelled to relinquish an honored place in 
society because of their inability to over- 
take untruthful and malicious charges 
made against them under protection of 
congressional immunity have a_é just 
grievance against the system which per- 
mits this evil. 


A more ideal situation would prevail if 
the present absolute immunity for any- 
thing uttered on the floor of Congress 
were modified so as to be no more than a 
qualified privilege. It is quite true that 
the public interest is best served when a 
statement made in good faith on the House 
or Senate floor is protected from attack 
in the courts. But there is no sound 
reason why this extraordinary privilege 
should also cover a member of Congress 
who wilfully libels a fellow-American. 


Desirable as a change in this direction 
should be, we realize that the existing im- 
munity is not likely to be altered in the 
near future. This being the case, it is up 
to the Congress to see that the absolute 
immunity from justice in the courts is not 
abused by its own members. The Congress 
itself is under obligation to stiffen its 
rules to protect citizens from unfair and 
unwarranted attack. 


Democracy Needs Disagreement 


The method of attack which is common- 
ly known as McCarthyism is a betrayal 
of the freedom which Senator McCarthy 
professes to defend. Freedom is betrayed 
when those who fight authoritarianism 
are confused and divided. Freedom is 
injured when those who love liberty 
are unjustly, besmirched. Freedom is 
withered when loyal men become wary of 
debate and dissent. 

We urge the American people to con- 
tinue to welcome the widest differences 
of view, the sharpest distinctions in politi- 
cal profession. We urge the American 
people to protect the integrity of their 
forums, to retain the fullest dimensions 
of free debate. 

We urge the American people to keep 
their schools and universities open labo- 
ratories where truth may be explored 
without penalty. Our faith in freedom 
must remain ag strong as our opposition 
to tyranny and dictatorship. 


All of us as American citizens carry 
these responsibilities for ourselves and 
our free nation,

OME wind-up reports on the 

N.C.A.A. convention at Cin- 

cinnati indicate a feeling 
that perhaps the college presi- 
dents don’t have such a big 
‘stick over college athletics aft- 
er all. 

One correspondent on the 
scene reports: “There was lit- 
tle doubt that the apparent con- 
flict between the N.C.A.A. and 
the American Council on Edu- 
cation would be resolved. Ac- 
tually, the A.C.E. cannot en- 
force its recommendations, no 
matter what its hopes are re- 
garding the use of sectional ac- 
crediting agencies as the po- 
licing power.’ 

It wouldn’t be wise to be so 
sure of that. St. Louis Uni- 
versity’s president, for one, 
holds the accrediting group in 
high regard. 

The Rev. Paul Reinert, S.J., 
whose path. crossed that of the 
Billikens at Detroit, was asked 
whether the power of the ac- 
crediting association would be 
considerable. 

“It’s terrific,” he said. “No 
school can get along without 
belonging to an association.” 

So, if an accrediting associ- 
ation checks athletic depart- 
ments as it does other depart- 
ments of universities, it would 
seem that it could go a long 
way toward standardizing and 
de-emphasizing athletics, as 
proposed by the A.C.E. presi- 
dents’ committee. 

Father Reinert, earlier last 
week at Washington, had crit- 
icized a development in accred- 
iting groups, but he made clear 
that his words on that occasion 
had no connection with the ath- 
letics situation. 

“Actually I haven't had time 
to study these developments on 
athletics,” he said. “In my 
speech at Washington I was 
talking about the increasing 
number of . departmental ac- 
crediting groups which dupli- 
cate the work of the major ac- 
crediting. associations such as 
the North Central Association. 
These smaller units .are associ- 


ations of teachers.”

Like a Laboratory. 


Eddie Hickey, Billiken coach, 
noted the prospective limita- 
tions the N.C.A.A. will place on 
practice time and disagreed in 
principle. 

“I’m not for over-emphasis 
of athletics,” he said, “but I 
think practice time in sports 
is similar to laboratory time 
for science classes. There 
shouldn’t be any limit placed 
on efforts to become the best 
in any field of endeavor.” 

Hickey, who will attend the 
weekly basketball writers’ 
luncheon here today, reassert- 
ed his position which he ex- 
pressed in New Orleans. That 
is, he believes bow] games and 
post-season tournaments have

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—Total 
value of imports and exports 
clearing through the St. Louis 
customs district runs as high as 
$18,000,006 a year, it was esti- 
mated today by the State Depart- 
ment. The St. Louis customs dis- 
trict includes the ports of Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and St. Louis. 

The information was contained 
in a booklet, “Missouri and For- 
eign Trade,” issued by the de- 
partment. ; 

Exports, the booklet said, con- 


sist of such diversified items as 
automotive parts, meat products, 
railroad supplies, shoes, chemi- 
cals, tobacco products and grain. 
Among important imports listed 
are woolens, linens, sugar and 
cacao beans and shells. 

For Missouri as a whole, the 
booklet stated, the value of goods 
produced and exported by 12 in- 
dustries amounts to about $95.- 
000,000 a year. These estimates. it 
was noted, are rough ones and 
are based on the assumption 
that Missouri shared in American 
national export trade in propor- 
tion to its importance as a pro- 
ducer. 

Industries listed were apparel 
and related products; footwear, 
except rubber; motor vehicles and 
equipment; electrical machinery; 
meat products; converted paper 
products; foundries; furniture and 
fixtures; structural steel products; 
grain mill products; structural 
clay products and special industri- 
al machinery. 

Other Missouri industries that 
are on an export basis nationally 
include drugs and medicines. 
chemicals, heating and plumbing 
equipment, glass, paint, railroad 
and street cars, and concrete and 
fabricated wire products. Farm 
products for export include hogs, 
corn, dairy products, eggs, wheat, 
cotton, oats and soybeans.

FAR EASTERN PARTIES have a freshness and 
flavor that simply does not exist in the European 
embassies, where everything is much more formal 
and routinized.

. different from normal children—they all have two parents”; a 
third is the loss of an ideal and a fourth is the thought, “I 
must be guilty somehow—it must be my fault.” These and a 
dozen other poisonous influences cannot be prevented from 
attacking the child, but you can reduce their damage by con- 
tinually reassuring the child that her father does love her: 
You can say, “Daddy and I weren’t happy together, so we're 
not going to live together any more; but he still loves you just 
as much as ever. He thinks about you a great deal and wanis. 
to see you as much as he can.” 


PARTICULARLY CONTEMPTIBLE is a mother’s attitude 
that she is getting a divorce for the benefit of her child! She, 
herself, would put up with anything if she were alone, such a 
mother assures you; but she just doesn’t think it’s fair for 
junior to be exposed to the example set by his father. 

In the circumstances, the best you can do, Mrs. K., is to 
make Janice feel that her father is a good man who loves her, 
and on whom she can always depend.

Louis, to the front row of a 
gingerbread showboat and to the 
neck of the woods where patri- 
archal Taum Sauk dozes the cen- 
turies away through endless gold- 
en Indian summer afternoons. 

Ceres, Goddess of Harvests, has 
a mighty pleasant prospect from 
her high perch atop the Missouri 
State Capitol at Jefferson City. 
In any direction she can look out 
over the picture-book valley of 
the Missouri river. The generous 
farm lands are enough to delight 
the soul of the most confirmed 
city dweller, to say nothing of the 
eye of the patroness of growing 
things. 

But if Ceres ever becomes rest- 
less, she could do no better than 
to build a raft in the mode of 
Huckleberry Finn and float down 
the Missouri to the Mississippi 
and thence down Old Man River 
to New Madrid and Caruthers- 
ville.. Without leaving her craft 
she would see two of the four 
sides which outline the area, de- 
scribed in this article. 

To mark the south side, Ceres 
would tie up at the Missouri- 
Arkansas line, jog around the 
“bootheel”—that parallelogram of 
delta soil which projects into Ar- 
kansas—and proceed west 100 
miles overland. Next she would 
hike north through the Mark 
Twain National Forest and back 
to her lookout on the dome. 

This area contains Missouri's 
oldest settlement, Ste. Genevieve, 
and its largest city, St. Louis. But 
before we get to either (we have 
borrowed Ceres’ raft and are 
floating down the Missouri) we 
come to the trim old-world river 
towns, Hermann and Washington, 
which might have been trans- 
planted from the slopes of the 
Rhine, as many of their founde rs 
were. 

Hermann, settled in 1837, culti- 
vates mushrooms in cellars for- 
merly used in wine making. Wash- 
ington turns out two of the most 
unusual hand products in the 
country: the Missouri meer- 
schaum, to give the corn cob pipe 
its dress-up name, and the zither, 
made in a musical instrument fac- 
tory established in 1864. 

Down river we pass smiling 
Florissant and Bellefontaine, 
where the Spaniards built their 
Fort Prince Charles in 1768. The 
Missouri spreads wider and wider 
and the brown flood sweeps on 
toward the Mississippi. 

Soon we are where the young 
adventurers, Lewis and Clark, 
turned their boats west and head- 
ed into the great unknown. Just 
ahead is the waterway down 
which Joliet and Marquette 
brought their canoes. For a while 
the great rivers flow side by side, 
the western waters dark, the 
northern waters light. The line 
fades as the streams merge. A 
few more willows and the Missis- 
sippi and the Missouri are one. 


This silent drama is not easily 
witnessed except from Ceres’ raft 
or an airplane. Visitors often ask 
to see the confluence and are 
told that it is virtually inac- 
cessible. Missourians take their 
great natural spectacle as a mat- 
ter of course. They know it is 
there and see ng need to check up 
on it. Yet someday Missouri or 
Illinois will open up a road to a 


confluence park and build a tower 
for an elevated view. Then vis- 
itors—and their hosts—will be 
able to watch the meeting of the 
rivers: a process old as time which 
is always beginning and never 
ends, 

St. Louis comes up quickly. 
The place of places for a first 
view is Eads Bridge. This grace- 
ful span marches across the river 
from Missouri’s metropolis to 
Bloody Island, the forgotten duel- 
ling ground, once a sandbar, years 
ago joined to Illinois. The bridge 
itself is an exciting structure. 
They said Capt. James Buchanan 
Eads was mad to think he could 
build a steel truss bridge on piers 
sunk to bedrock. But he went 
doggedly ahead, and on July 4, 
1874, the world’s first bridge of 
its kind was opened with a fire- 
works celebration. Today St. Louis 
stretches for 20 miles. and seven 
bridges, from the Chain of Rocks 
on the north to the Jefferson 
Barracks, join the sides of the 
bi-state region.

ELOW the arches of Eads 
B pride an assortment of boats 

lines the levee. There is the 
sleek, excursion steamer, Admiral. 
Then the Gordon Greene, last of 
the packets, in from New Orleans. 
Most romantic boat of all is the 
Goldenrod, oldtime show-boat tied 
up permanently at St. Louis. Be- 
hind its footlights troupers play 
a repertoire that ranges from 
“Over the Hills to the Poorhouse” 
to “Hamlet,” the latter substan- 
tially modified from the Stratford- 
on-Avon version. 

Up the wharf and inside the 
site of the National Park Service's 
prospective memorial to the pio- 
neers of the west an escarpment 
of solid rock lies bare. A glance 
tells why Laclede chose it as the 
foundation of his wilderness 
settlement in 1763. Close by, 
Manuel Lisa’s stone warehouse 
keeps memories of the early fur 
trade. The spire of the Church 
of St. Louis of France rises from 
ground set aside for the Catholic 
Church since the first mass was 
said on the spot. Built in 1830-34, 
the Old Cathedral looks down in 
years at its venerable neighbor, 
the Old Court House, whose con- 
struction extended from 1839 to 
1862. Scene of pleading in the 
Dred Scott case, this high-domed 
temple is a museum of the Na- 
tional Park Service. 

A step away, at 505 Chestrut 
street, is the office in which 
Supreme Court Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis began the practice of 
law in 1878. ‘The Merchant’s

Exchange, at Third and Chestnut, 
when built in 1875 was the coun- 
try’s largest hall with an unsup- 
ported ceiling. Within its walls 
Samuel J. Tilden was nominated 
for president. It was the setting 
of Veiled Prophet balls until 
1911, when those glittering spec- 
tacles were established in the 
Coliseum. In recent years the 
city’s social queen has been 
crowned in the. Municipal Audi- 
torium, which along with the 
City Hall, Civil and Municipal 
Courts, Federal Court House and 
Cass Gilbert’s Public Library, 
fronts on the civic center plaza. 

Near the riverfront park area, 
at 634 South Broadway, is the 
three-story house in which Eu- 
gene Field was born in 1850. 
It is preserved by the St. Louis 
Board of Education as a museum 
of Fieldiana in memory of the 
wit and joker who wrote “Jest 
"Fore Christmas” and “Wynken, 
Blynken and Nod.” The gray 
brick house of fur trader Robert 
Campbell at 1508 Locust street, 
built in 1851, is the last of the 
mansions of pre-Civil War Lucas 
Place. It, too, is a museum and 
visitors are welcome to see its 
lavish Victorian furnishings, nurs- 
ery and carriage house. 

Among the department stores, 
shops and office buildings are 
other places of historical interest. 
The Mercantile Library, 510 Lo- 
cust street, a treasure store of old 
collections, «dates to 1845. The 
Boatmen’s Bank, Broadway and 
Olive, displays three of George 
Caleb Bingham’s vivid paintings 
of the frontier democracy at work. 
At Chestnut and North Seventh, 
Louis Sullivan's 1891 Wainwright 
Building — renamed the Missouri 
Insurance Building—remains one 
of the most important examples 
of the early skyscraper. Its 10 
stories are modest enough now 
but once they towered above the 
city in a sweep of vertical line. 
Episcopal Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, built 1859-67, ranks with 
English cathedrals. Beyond the 
civic center is Union Station’s 
Aloe Plaza with Carl Milles’ foun- 
tain which symbolizes the meet- 
ing of the Mississippi and the 
Missouri. Inside the depot, com- 
pleted in 1896, 40 tracks present 
a line-up of trains for more dis-

Cape Giram 
deau is the leading river town 
and farther south is New Madrid, 
scene in 1811 of one of the most 
violent earthquakes on the Amer- 
ican continent. Below Charleston, 
which serves as the cotton coun- 
try capital, is Big Oak State Park 
with Missouri’s largest tree. In 
from the Mississippi and beyond 
thriving Poplar Bluff, is the 
Ozarks Springs Country. Big 
Spring, in a virgin pine state 
park near Van Buren, is the 
largest. Its flow starts a good- 
sized stream which joins the Cur- 
rent river en route to the fisher- 
man’s haven of Doniphan and to 
Arkansas. To watch Big Spring 
turn dark blue as twilight deep- 
ens against its limestone bluff is 
to undergo one of the most beau- 
tiful experiences in outdoor 
America. Greer, Round and Al- 
ley Springs are among the many 
other natural fountains of the re- 
gion. 

Above the Springs Country is 
probably the oldest mountain. 
range in the United States—the 
weatheréd down St. Francis 
mountains of the Ozark highland. 
Steeped in Indian lore, unspoiled 
Taum Sauk Mountain, with an 
elevation of 1722 feet, is Mis- 
souri’s highest point. With its 
neighbor, Wild Cat Mountain, 
across a saddle, old Taum Sauk 
provides an ideal hiking ground. 
Pilot Knob is a less energetic 
climb. Close by,. at Graniteville, 
are the Elephant Rocks over 
which children run and play. 
These red granite shapes, which 
from some angles resemble ele- 
phants in a herd, are a curiocity 
that long ago should have been 
set aside for the enjoyment of 
future generations.

HEN you have doubled an 

opposing contract it is ale 

ways a good idea, in the play, 
to make sure of beating the con- 
tract, but if the opponents get 
off with a small penalty when it 
could have been a much bigger 
one, you, as wejl as they, suffer. 
a direct loss. Consider this case: 


The bidding: 

West North 
Dbl. 
Pass

South’s two no-trump bid was 
undoubtedly “brave,” but South 
felt that -North might turn up 
with an auxiliary spade stopper, 
such as Q-x, or that the oppos- 
ing spades might be divided 4-4. 
South further felt that he had a 
pretty fair hand opposite a vul- 
nerable takeout double—a sub- 
stantially better hand than North 
could have visualized from South’s 
mere two-club forced response— 
and since the enemy had not 
shown any great strength, South 
ventured the no-trump proposal. 

When East shrewdly doubled 
(rightly figuring that his heart 
honors lay over strength in that 
suit in the about-to-be dummy) 
South stood fast, feeling that if 
anyone should run, it should be 
North. North, however, saw no 
reason to increase the contract, 
and it is interesting to observe 
that a runout to three clubs would 
not have been an improvement on 
the actual result at o-trump. 

West opened the ‘spade king, 
and though East played the deve, 
asking for a shift, West was so 
intent on beating the hand at 
least one trick that he went right: 
ahead with his spade cashing. 
When he then shifted to hearts, 
East could win only two tricks in 
that suit and so the penalty*was 
only 500 points. 

An immediate heart shift was 
marked in this case, in view of 
the bidding, and if West had 
properly shifted to his top heart, 
leaving East with a spade for 
communication, the penalty 
would have grown automatically 
to 1100 points.
